months, aged 79 years. 


His three children w'ere at his bed­ 
side when 
he passed away , Once, 
shortly before his death, h ° recog­ 
nized members of his family, but soon 
relapsed 
into 
unconsciousness and 
remained so until the end. 
Adiai Ewing Stevenson, once vice 
president of the United States, had 
a long and honorable public career. 
He was vice president from 1893 to 
1897, lintier President Grover Cleve­ 
land. 
In 1900 he again was nominat­ 
ed by the democratic party for vice 
president aud ran with 
W illiam 
.T. 
Bryan, the party’s candidate for pres­ 
ident, but was defeated. 
He served 
ae a member of the 44th and 45th 
congresses. 
From 1885 to 1889 he 


served as first assistant postmaster 
general, under P ru d e n t Cleveland. 
h is last appearance as a candidate 
tor public office was in 1908, when he 
was nominated for governor of Illi­ 
nois by the democratic 
party 
and 
was defeated by Chas. S. Deneen, re­ 
publican. 


He was born in Christian county, 
Kentucky, 
October 
23, 
1835, 
of 
Scot ch-1 risk parentage. 
In 1853 his 
parents moved to Bloomington, 111. 
He attended the public schools and 
tile 
Illinois university. 


In 185C he graduated from Canter 
college. Danville, 
Kentucky. 
There 
he was a classmate of Senator Joe 
Blackburn and other Kentucky youths 
who later became prominent in pub­ 
lic life. 
He signalized the close of 
his college career by 
marrying 
a 
daughter of Dr. 
Lewis 
W . 
Green, 
president of the college. 
After leaving college Stevenson re­ 
turned to Bloomington. 111., and read 
law' 
He w Js admitted to the bar in 
1858 and began legal practice at Me­ 
tamora, 111., where he remained until 
1868. 
During these ten years he held 
the office of master in chancery four 
years and district attorney for a sim­ 
ilar period. 
In 1808 he returned to Bloomington 
and formed a law' partnership with 
his cousin, Jam es S. Ewing, and for 
many years the firm was one of the 
best known in Illinois’ legal circles. 
Stevenson’s political career dated 
from 1864. when he was a presidential 
elector on the democratic ticket. 
He 
•made a canvass of Illinois in behalf 
of the McClellan ticket and won a 
reputation as a political orator. 
In 1874 Stevenson was nominated 
by the greenback an danti-monopolist 
parties in the Thirteenth Illinois dis­ 
trict against Gen. John McNulta, re 
publican. 
The democrats considered 
the case hopeless and did not hold 
even a convention. 
The ensuing cam­ 
paign was exciting 
and 
Stevenson 
was elected by a majority over Gen 


M cNulta of 1232 votes. 
Til 1876 he was again elected to 
congress for the same district on the 
greenback ticket, although 
he 
was 
supported by the democrats who de­ 
clined to put up a candidate. 
In 1884 Stevenson led the Illinois 
delegation to the democratic national 
cen vent ion, which nominated Grover 
Cleveland for president. 
In 1897 he 
was appointed a member of a com­ 
mission which visited Europe in an 
effort to secure international 
bime­ 


talism.

alarm among his relatives and many 
friends, who feared the end was not 
far distant. 
t 
Judge W ilkerson^ mishap early in 
the week and his critical illness Inl­ 
et were chronicled in the Democrat, 
T^lie ySnd death was no surprise to those 
knowing he had been unconscious for 
thirty-six hours preceding 
his pass­ 
ing. 
The deceased was the eldest of a 
family of eight children. After com­ 
pleting his course in college he en­ 
tered a law’ office at Wilmington, O., 
where he devoted much time to study 
in preparation for his 
chosen pro­ 
fession. While in college he was a 
member of the Beta Theta Pi frater­ 
nity. 
After coming to Sedalia Judge Wil­ 
kerson was 
a 
charter member or 
Granite lodge No. 272, A F. & A. M., 
and was worshipful 
m aster 
of the 
odge in I$73. Ile was also a charter 
member of Sedalia Royal Arch chap­ 
ter No. 18, and received the degrees 
in St. Omar 
commandery 
No. 
ll, 
while the commandery was under dis­ 
pensation in 1869. He was past high 
priest of the chapter as well as past 
em inent commander of the command­ 
ery, and the sir knights will act as 
n escort to Granite lodge No. 272 at 
tie funeral and to the cemetery. 
Judge Wilkerson was one of Seda- 
lia’s best lawyers, as he also was one 
of Pettis county’s best known and 
mostly highly respected citizens. The 
Pettis County History, 
printed 
in 
1882, had a brief biographical sketch 
of the deceased, from which the fol­ 
lowing is obtained: 
Judge Wilkerson was born in W ar­ 
ren county, O., May 11,1836. He grad­ 
uated from Miami University at Ox­ 
ford, O., being given an A. B. degree, 
and was admitted to the bar by tho 
supreme court of Ohio at Columbus 
in. March, 1862. He practiced his pro­ 
fession for a time at Wilmington, O., 
and in 1867 came to Sedalia, where 
be had resided ever since. 
Tn 1870 Judge Wilkerson married 
Miss Sarah E. Doolittle of Painesville 
Ohio. 
Of Ibis union three children 
were born, of whom but two sons, 
Frederick D. Wilkerson, of Youngs­ 
town, O., and George 
R. Wilkerson, 
of Sedalia, survive. 
Mrs. Wilkerson 
died 
in 
1891. 
Judge 
Wilkerson 
is also survived by three brothers, 
G. II. Wilkerson, of W arren county, 
Ohio; C. P. Wilkerson, of Green coun­ 
ty, Ohio, and Edward Wilkerson, of 
Douglas, Kas. 
Judge Wilkerson belonged to the 
Episcopal church. 
He was 
one 
of 
the foremost men in his profession in 
Sedalia and figured prominently for 
many j’ears in legal circles in this 
section of the state. 
Upon the death of Gen. George R. 
Smith, the founder of Sedalia, Judge 
Wilkerson was appointed as admin­ 
istrator of the estate and served in 
that capacity until the affairs of the 
estate were finally settled one year 
later. Afterward he was attorney and 
general manager of the Smith and 
Cotton estate for 
more 
than forty 
years. He was a man highly respect­ 
ed in the community and his death 
is a deep loss to his wide circle of 
friends. 
Saturday afternoon the Pettis Coun­ 
ty Bar association met at the court 
louse and named a committee com­ 
posed of Attorneys 
G. 
W. Barnett, 
John Montgomery, 
jr., 
and 
Judge 
George F. Longan to prepare suita­ 
ble resolutions on the death of this 
well known citizen.

o’clock Monday morning at Calvary 
Episcopal church, and the Rev. Doug­ 
lass H. Atwin, rector of the parish, 
will officiate at the last sad rites.

The Wheat Situation. 


N otwithstanding Hessian flies, army 
worms and “green bugs,” Pettis coun­ 
ty will harvest an enormous crop of 
wheat. 
The most damage, it seems, wras 
done by the fly. 
A small part of the 
life history of this pest should be 
considered at this time, since know­ 
ing something of its habits will give 
us the best information as to how we 
may successfully combat the pest. 
On most of the wheat stocks that 
have fallen, small brown bodies, re­ 
sembling flax Jseed somewhat, can 
usually be found near the first two 
joints. 
The stem s being so weakened 
permits the plant to fall. 
This small body is commonly re- 
referred to as the “flax seed” stage 
of the insect. It rem ains In this rest­ 
ing stage from the time the stem s 
begin to die o r ripen until the new 
growth of grain appears. 
Since the 
pest lives on grains entirely, nature 
has provided this arrangem ent to pre­ 
vent the perishing of the insect. 
It 
rem ains in this resting stage from 
perhaps two to four weeks, depend­ 
ing largely on w eather conditions. 
If there should be plenty of moist­ 
ure the volunteer grain will start, and 
the moist w eather also 
favors 
the 
hatching or transform ing of the flax 
seed to the fly. 
As soon as the fly is hatcned it be­ 
gins depositing eggs on the blades of 
the volunteer or early sown grains. 
Knowing these things, 
it 
then 
be­ 
comes evident that the best tim e to 
combat the pest is immediately after 
harvest. 
Perhaps the best way Would be to 
plow the ground, covering the stub­ 
ble as completely 
aw 
possible 
and 
harrowing 
the 
ground 
thoroughly 
within ten days or two weeks after 
the w heat is cut. 
The “flax seeds” are on the stub­ 
ble. and if these are turned underand 
the ground worked down well. in the 
event th at the transformation of the 
fly should occur the fly cannot escape 


from 
under 
the 
ground, 
lf 
the 


ground should be so dry that plow­ 
ing cannot be done, it would perhaps 
be advisable, if possible, to burn the 
the stubble. 
The fire should be run 
slowly o v jr ^t, th at it may burn 
as completely as possible. 
It is commonly an undesirable prac­ 
tice to burn anything from a field, 
but it sometimes becomes necessary 
to do so. W here just one or two men 
in a community try to put up a fight 
against thq fly there is very little oc­ 
casion for anyone doing it, for the 
flies migrate quite rapidly, especially 
when there is some wind. 
The 
wheat 
fields 
not 
properly 
cared for would perhaps infest all the 
fields in the community. 
W nere we 
are in trouble in the m atter is where 
the wheat ground has been sown to 
clover. 
In this 
event 
some 
good 
might be done by pasturing rather 
heavily, and this is often verv unsat­ 
isfactory, 
Fields near such a loca­ 
tion should be sown to wheat very 
late, as it is commonly the earlier 
sown wheat th a t suffers most. 
This 
is espeically true of damage th at is 
done in the fall. 
If the pest is allowed to remain 
over winter in early wheat lf. seems 
as though it hatches in the spring 
and will then attack the last sown 
wheat worst and damage it accord­ 
ingly. 
From the above facts It should be 
clear that early plowing should be 
done. 
And another point gained by 
early plow ing is that, other conditions 
being equal, the early plowed ground 
produces the better crop. Early plow*- 
ing will also justify us in plowing 
the ground very deep, which is with­ 
out question a better method. 
Alfalfa. 
It is desirable at, this time to mere­ 
ly call attention to the splendid crop 
of alfalfa being grown in the county. 
The success of this crop is most cor 
tainly assured. 
There are not many 
farms in the county that do not con­ 
tain more or less good alfalfa land.
